TIM yellow fever refugees are getting 


back to Jacksonville. Florida, in droves. 
There is a city ordinance prohibiting 
their return until several days later, but 
the people are seeking their homes in 
spite of the ordinance, and co arrests are 
made for violations. 


AND now the Mahoneites and the anti- 


Mahoneites in Virginia are quarreling 
again, over the division of the prospective 
spoils, and both factions will appeal to 
Gen. Harrison as the simon-pure, dyed- 
in-the-wool Republican. 
There is not 


much doubt but that they will make 
more fuse than two other states that 
have no factions. 


THERE is one remedy for anarchism 


which the newspapers might put into 
practice with very beneficial results. 
Every outrageous speech of the revolu- 
tionists, every bitter and biting word that 
they utter, is seized upon and given by 
the trumpet tongned press to the sensa- 
tion-loving world. These creatures live 
upon the notoriety thus given them— 
literally subsist upon the miserable sen- 
sations that are spread through the 
length and breadth of the land as the 
result of their wild utterances. They 
could not live a month if they were alto- 
gether ignored by the newspapers. "Why 
not try the experiment? Why not give 
the skunks a chance to stink themselves 
to death? The people at large can get 
along very well without their perfume. 
Let them have it all to themselves. 


THE Globe-Democrat of yesterday con- 


tains a list of the presidential poet offices 
in Illinois, with their salaries and the 
date- of expiration of their commissions, 
The list is prefaced by some statements 
which are interesting, to say the least' 
It seems that in the interest of civil ser- 
vice reform the President began early in 
1885 to remove postmasters in Illinois 
under the pretense held out by Springer, 
Stevenson, Black and others that Illinois 
was debatable ground, and that by a 
proper exercise of the guillotine a public 
sentiment could be created that would 
carry it over to Ihe Democratic column 
in 188S. In this belief Mr. Cleveland 
began to crowd out the Illinois postmas- 
ters in the month of March, 1885, when 
the Bloomington and Charleston offices 
were turned over to the patriots of Dem- 
ocratic antecedents, and on the first day 
of April Col. Clark E. Oarr, who had 
been postmaster at Galesburg for twenty- 
four years, had to pack his gripsack and 
start out into the cold, cold world. 
Many of the Illinois officers, however, 
were not changed until the commissions 
of the incumbents expired, though when 
it was necessary to make a place for a 
particularly hungry Democrat Mr. Cleve- 
land had the convenient provisions of 
section 1768 of the .Revised Statutes as 
his excuse for rotating the Republicans 
out and rotating the Democrats in. Look- 
ing over the list it is hard to see in what 
particular the present Democratic post- 
masters in Illinois have any very good 
reason tc claim immunity from the ope- 
ration of that well-known Democratic 
rule that "to the victors belong the 
spoils." If any considerable number of 
Republicans have been allowed to hang 
on to their post offices it must have been 
in some other part of the country than 
Illinois, and as turn about ia fair play 
the Democrats can hardly expect to be 
bettor treated than were the Republicans 
four years ago. As to the Decuinr post 
office the facts are these: Capt. Lytle's 
term expired in December, 188C. Peti- 
tions for the appointment of various 
Democrats were circulated :,s eoon as 
Cleveland was inaugurated, and a regu- 
lar war of factions sprung up in Die 
Democratic party. Some were in favor 
of Mr. Jack's appointment, while others 
were equally as determined that he 
should never "get there." That Capt. 
Lytle was not removed was not owing to 
any toleration or lack of will upon the 
part of the local Democrats: they prac- 
tically all wanted a Democrat to take 
his place, but they could not agree on 
the man. And ?u it came about that he 
was allowed to serve out his time, and as 
his term did not expire for about a year 
and nine months after Cleveland came in 
the plum was missed by all the fellows 
who could not afford to wait that long. 
It was no fault of Mr, Jack's that the 
provisions of section 1788 of the Revised 
Statutes were not called into requisition, 


and, for that matter, it was no fault of a 
good many of the Democrats who live in 
and around Decatur. If these gentle- 
men are entitled to any consideration 
now we fail to see it. The situation here 
is much similar to that existing in a num- 
ber of other places, and those who have 
appetites for poet offices and don't think 
that civil service rules ought to count 
this time will doubtless study with care 
the list published by the Globe-Demo- 
crat,

I have been eolic- 
itated by many friends to become a can- 
didate for the Legislature, My politics 
are short and sweet. I am in favor of a 
national bank; I am in favor of the in- 
ternal improvement system and a high 
protective tariff. These are my senti- 
ments and political principles. If elected? 
I shall b« thankful; if not, it will be all 
the same." He was elected and that was 
the beginning of a public life which end- 
ed with the Presidency, and was cut short 
by the pistol of the assassin.
